TREASURER’S REPORT. 


The reduction of the town debt of Northfield by the sum of 
$761.57, leaving the amount beyond assets $3,952.49, is a grati- 
fying result of the management of our affairs by the Selectmen, 
when the extra ordinary expenses are considered. Over eight 
hundred and fifty dollars have been paid for new highways and 
streets, on which improvements have already commenced, and 
which in the near future will add materially to the taxable prop- 
erty of the town. With the same prudence and care that have 
marked the administration of our affairs the past year,—reason- 
able taxation coupled with average fortune will soon cancel all our 
obligations. An assessment of less than one per centon the pres- 
ent inventory, would raise a sum equal to our entire indebtedness. 
This is certainly a pleasing view when contrasted with that not 
remote time when nearly ten per cent of all the taxed property 
would have been required to liquidate the liabilities that then ex- 
isted. 

It remains with the taxpayers and voters to say how and when 
our town debt shall be disposed of. Northfield has all the ele- 
ments of a growing, prosperous town, and with only a single 
drawback. It is possesed of an excellent water power, superior 
railroad facilities, fertile and productive farms, and peopled with 
an enterprising and energetic population. But a debt of less 
than $4.000.00, handed down from a former generation, yet re- 
mains. Out of debt, the demand for real estate would be in- 
creased, and every man, woman and child, possessed of a par- 
ticle of town pride, would feel like rejoicing. 

The increase in the inventory of taxable property is worthy of 
comment, but no more so than the enhanced returns of deposits 
in savings banks. Since 1881, there has been an advance of 
eighty per cent in these amounts. In savings banks, in 1881, 
$64,000.00, and in 1889, $116,000.00, all of which facts compel 
recognition that Northfield stands well among the growing and 
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thrifty towns of New Hampshire. One thing in the disposition 
of our outstanding liabilities is sure, and that is our honds, 
comprising our debt, cannot be purchased only at a premium. 
All of them will mature in four years from next May. It is to 
be presumed that, in the present condition of the money market, 
they would command seven or eight per cent advance, above par. 
Would it be good policy to hire money at four per cent, if the 
bonds can be negotiated at the rate suggested, on notes of one 
and two years and make the exchange? Make the rate of tax- 
ation the same as voted in March 1888, and it would in all prob- 
ability, in two years, provide for the notes. 

There are compensating advantages resulting to a town, out of 
debt, because a demand for real estate would arise, and in all 
probability an increased value to the seller. Be that as it may 
as stated before, it remains with the taxpayers to determine. In 
whaever manner it is disposed of, there is cause for congratula- 
tion, that once we were paying eight dollars interest daily as 
against one in 1889, that in the year following close of the war, 
it would have called for ten per cent of all assessed property to 
cancel our indebtedness, as against two thirds of one per cent on 
the valuation of to-day. 

Sanbornton and Belmont and other near towns have balances on 
the right side. Is it not meet, then, that Northfield, with all its 
natural advantages and other facilities, should soon take its place 
beside them? Many of our old landmarks, that are gone, strug- 
gled for this result. They submitted to high taxes without a 
murmur, and forewent many conveniences that such money 
would purchase, hoping to see the day of deliverance from debt. 
There is no man but will rejoice when such time comes.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citizens OF NorTHFIELD, Town District: 

Agreeably to the requirements of the school law, we submit 
the following statement: 

Our money is limited, our schools are short, and we will make 
a brief report. It is a subject of regret, that all the school 
money raised by the town cannot be expended by the direction of 
the school board. It is unreasonable to have two systems in the 
same town. The design and declaration of the school law, as 
we understand it, is to give all the scholars in every town, an 
equal opportuniny for instruction. The inequality of the 
two systems is plainly demonstrated by the fact, that the portion 
of the Union district situate in this town,gets more than the lion’s 
share of the money, and the result is, the terms are more 
than twice as long as in the Town district. Scattered as our 
schools are, over a large territory, itis not feasible to unite them 
and the best we can do under present circumstances is to employ 
the best teachers we possibly can for a given sum. It is not 
agreeable to the parents of our scholars, to expend any portion 
of the funds to convey scholars to distant schools and out of the 
limits of their own districts. If the Union district could be abol- 
ished, we could then place all schools under similar management 
to that adopted by our neighboring town of Franklin, and per- 
manent success would be the result. Our town has been so 
burdened with debt, that the taxpayers have not deemed it ad- 
visable to raise any additional money for the support of schools 
within the last thirty years or more. 

But, at the present, it seems to be an imperative duty to in- 
crease our funds. Our apportionment of public taxes, on which 
the school money is based, has fallen off during the last eight 
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years, and though this is favorable with respect to our state and 
county taxes, it is not favorable to the schools. The town in- 
voice, at the present time, is rapidly increasing, and principally 
so within the limits of the Union district; and this is good for 
them but bad for us. As their share increases so much does 
ours diminish. Also they get a very large share of the Lit- 
erary Fund because their population is greatly increasing. That 
justice may be done to the scholars outside of the village of 
Tilton, some method ought to be devised by the two towns 
or by an act of the legislature. Hoping that we may soon be 
able to bring the schools to a better standing we will report 
them as they are. With one or two exceptions, the number 
of classes is so small that it is difficult for the best educated 
and most progressive teachers to create an interest that leads 
on to the best results. We are pleased to be able to state 
however that harmony has prevailed, and all have been suc- 
- cessful. To say that some teachers have accomplished , 
more than others under similar conditions is to state a self evi- 
dent fact. ‘Teachers are no more alike than other folks, Com- 
parisons are invidions sometimes, but we will not detract from 
any teacher’s merits, nor expose their faults or make any slan- 
derous allusions. 

Ten diffent teachers have been employed during the year, and 
six of these have previously taught in town. In the Center 
school, Miss L. G. Stevens, teacher summer term, is the only 
one who has attended a Normal school. This is the largest 
school in town and most difficult to manage. The scholars are 
smart and wide awake; and most of them are well advanced con- 
sidering their opportunities. Miss Stevens is adapted to instruct ; 
well qualified, energetic, and persistent, her efforts bring success 
in every branch taught. Where there are so many small pupils, 
much time is rightfully occupied in reading, spelling and writing. 
On these three, with the inculcation of correct principles, hangs the 
destiny of the nation. 

Fall term by Miss Charlotte L. Cram, Miss C. is at home in 
this school, this being her third term. Her quiet but deter- 
mined manner of governing and her sure way of making her 
scholars understand what is in the lesson, as well as out of it, is 
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what gives her prestige with parents and pupils. 

Bay Hill. First term, by Miss Kate Forrest. Her school was 
visited by Miss French who pronounces her a good teacher ; 
quiet but persistent, and experienced visiting citizens confirm her 
judgment. ‘This is a school of good boys, some of whom have 
advanced to the Seminary. Second term, by Mr. Frank Brown. 
This was his first effort. At our first visit, there seemed to bea 
lack of ‘‘knowing how,’’ but a few suggestions which we believe 
were heeded, seemed to give the school an-impetus, and com- 
mendable success was the result. Mr. B. is a fine scholar and if 
ambitious to teach, it would be well for himto attend the State 
Normal School, or a session or two of a teacher’s institute, where 
teachers are taught how to teach. And this remark will apply 
to all teachers. | 


Hodgdon. Summer term, by Miss Della A. Moore who has had 
experience and always been successful. Some of her pupils are 
quite well advanced, some are quite backward, and some tried to 
advance themselves before they understood the first part of the 
book. Miss M. is a faithful, earnest teacher, and guided by her 
own honest convictions of right. Fall term, by Miss Mary J. 
Blanchard. She came to the school a stranger, and expected a 
larger number of scholars and a longer term. Her method of 
teaching is admirable, and progress was made in some cases, 
where it seemed next to animpossibility. Is qualified for an ad- 
vance school. A fine reader. 


Rand. Both terms by Miss Bertha French, who has had expe- 
rience and not without profit. Some of the scholars are slow 
and backward, but by continuous effort good results were at- 
tained. A diversity of general exercises would have brought her 
‘school nearer perfection. It is not expected that all will im- 
prove alike, because all have not the same kind of capacity. 
_ Some smart business boys and girls are slow in the pursuit of 
literature. | | 

Oak Hill. Summerterm, by Miss Cram. This school, speak- 
ing in general terms, we consider the first in town. The scholars 
are apt, orderly, obedient, and of good habits, and they 
make a fine appearance at any time you happen to visit them.

With such pupils we looked forward for much advancement, but 
under the guidance of Miss C. they went beyond our expectations. 
Fall term, by Miss Moore. As usual Miss Moore succeeded, 
and advanced the good work of the former teacher. It was a 
pleasure to attend the exercises at the close of each term. 


Bean Hill. Both terms by Miss Belle W. Gile, a teacher of 
experience and universal success, and needs no further commend- 
ation at the present period of time. 

Pond Hill. Both terms by Miss Stella J. Simonds. Her main 
purpose seemed to be to keep order at all hazards, and do her 
best with backward scholars. She succeeded. Is qualified to 
instruct and govern a more advanced school. 


Tebbetts. Summer, term by Miss Kate Forrest. This was 
her first effort to train the young idea outside of home. Visited 
by Miss French and several residents of the district who report 
oratification and commendation of all the exercises. Fal] term, 
by Miss Etta B. Allen, a former teacher in the same school. 
The closing exercises were all that could be expected, consider-— 
ing the limited term and the small number of small pupils. 

Closing we will say that, considering our limited means, 
remarkable progress has been made. It has been our endeavor 
when visiting, to have the teacher and pupils understand that we 
expected just. as much progress as could possibly be attained. 
We have not been disappointed. 

We hope and believe that from this time forward, our educa- 
tional facilities will steadily and rapidly increase, so that all com- 
ing citizens shall be educated, and ignorance shall have no foot- 
hold within our limits. 

To this end we must have more money, interested citizens, at- 
tractive and commodious school-houses, and better than all else, 
first-class teachers. And let it be known that no one need ap- 
ply unless adapted and well qualified to instruct as the law re- 
quires.

BOAR DO FED CATION, 


UNION DISTRICT, TILON AND NORTHFIELD. 


The success of a school depends on the varnest and harmo- 
nious efforts of three persons—teacher, pupil and parent. We 
feel able to say that the schools under our charge during the past 
year have been very successful for the reason that the teachers 
have been faithful; the pupils have been interested in their work 
and we find by careful inspection and examinations, have made 
excellent progress; and we are most happy to say that the par- 
ents have begun to realize the importance of their influence, and 
have shown more interest than usual by frequent visits to the 
school-room, and in upholding the teachers in their work. For 
the amount of money at command of the Board better and long- 
er schools have been kept than could be reasonably expected, all 
of our teachers being capable of obtaining higher salaries else- 
where. 

But few changes in the course of study in the several depart- 
ments have been necessary, and those have been chiefly in carry- 
ing out more completely the Normal method in the two lower 
grades. ‘This method of teaching is so far in advance of the old 
style that the advantage of the change needs no comment. 
These schools have been under the charge of Miss Nettie Mc- 
Questen and Miss Marion E. Lyford, both of whom have taught 
in the schools previously and given great satisfaction. We can- 
not ask for more competent teachers. Miss Annie O. Drake, 
also an old teacher here, has taught the Intermediate School and 
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has kept up her usual good record. Miss Drake has done good 
work but we believe it would be for the interest of the school to 
secure a Normal teacher for the coming year. For Principal we 
secured the services of Mr. E. K. Smith, a teacher of experience. 
Mr. Smith has worked hard and created an interest for knowl- 
edge among his scholars, and has looked well to the moral tone 
of the whole school. The result of the year’s work proves him 
to be a thorough and efficient teacher. 

The record of daily absences is too large. Any unusual oc- 
curence in town draws many of the scholars to the street rather 
than to school. Upon investigation we find that, in a majority 
of cases permission to be absent was given by the parents. 
Now this is not right. It breaks up the regular order of study, 
interferes with the duties of the teachers, and impedes the pro- 
egress of those who do attend. The School Board is always gen- 
erous in granting holidays, therefore we ask the parents to con- 
sider the matter and see that their children are never absent 
without good reason. 

The school building is in a very poor condition. Improperly 
built on a poor foundation and a still poorer soil, it is almost 
impossible to keep it in repair. The foul gases arising from the 
low ground permeates through the ill constructed building, which 
having no means of ventilation is a serious menace to the health 
of the scholars. As the building can never be made suitable for 
school purposes, we advise that a proper sum of money be appro- 
priated each year to keep the building in ordinary repair until 
the district shall decide to erect a substantial building with mod- 
ernimprovements. The number of scholars, also, is increasing so 
rapidly that we shall soon need more room for their accommoda- 
tion. For the past year the average number has been forty toa 
department, which is more than any teacher canattend to with 
profit. 

With the advice of State Supt. Patterson, we ask the voters 
of the district to consider the method of electing the school board 
and see if it would not be advisable to adopt the usual system of 
electing for three years, choosing one new member each year. 
By this method a majority af the board hold over, and are thus 
able to make arrangements in advance for retaining old teachers 
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or selecting new ones, as well as doing many other minor duties 
for the interest of the schools. Our school year, beginning as it 
does in March, the worst season of the year for procuring the 
best teachers, and with but a few weeks before the opening of 
the Spring term, makes the present system of choosing all three 
members each year a very poor one, and does not give the new 
board sufficiant time to do justice either to themselves or to the 
school. 

Money was appropriated for the purpose of introducing water 
into the school building from the Aqueduct system. This has 
been done in a thorough manner, and will prove a great con- 
venience.
